rights, took the remainder. All the goods were 
then turned over to Andres J. Camejo, a book- 
keeper of Mora, and the name of A. R. Mora & 
Co. was changed to Camejosx& Co. Mora, how- 
ever, thuugh representing to his creditors that 
he had failed, still, kept e of the store and 
managed it, and in Angust last sold out a part 
of the stock to W. Y. Daniels for $1,100. 
‘The remainder of the goods, worth §2,500, 

Plaintiff now aver 
fraudulent and 
colorable, has kept all 
the book-accounts of the old firm prior to 
April last. worth about $4,000; also, the profits 
and book accounts of Camejo & Co., the $1,100 
from Daniels, and the balance of the goods 
which he secreted. Bence, therefore, not un- 
naturally desires, seeing that Mora is in so 
excellent a financial condition, that he shall be 
compelled to p@y his claim.

TION’ Ne*wepapers date from abou the year 1600. 

Some antnorities fix the time a little earlier, and 

others somewhat later. This of the weekly. The 

daily prese commenced about 1709. If we call a 

generation thirt) years, tne former class of news- 

papers is about nine and the latter nearly six gen- 

erations old. The beginning of the press was hum- 

bie as well as Obscure, No gunpowder was burned 

or belle rung t herald the Dirth of the new institu- 

tion, destined in the near future to influence the 

opinions and actions of mankind eo engermously. 
THE STRUGGLE FOR LIFE. 

The newspapers came all alone and in the 
dark, as it were. Poor and puny were they fer 
many a year. They existed on enfferance: they 
were tolerated by reason of their insignificance and 
abstentation from expressions of opinion. Those 
were not the days of freedom of speech and of the 
press—eepeciaily of the press. Every baddinz 
manifestation of independence of utterance. egery 
approgch to erden of cither of the dominant pro- 
fersions, —sacrvdotal and political. were promptiy 
punished and repressed. The methods of *‘stop- 
pigg the press were by fines. confiecations, and 
imprisonment. The *‘‘greaterthe truth the greater 
the libel.” ie a mild expression of the spirit of the 
rnice of aw applied to prosecnted publishers. 
Editors were not allowed to have opinions, to be 
expressed iu their paper whoever ventured ov 
this forbidden ground found tnemseves and, pub- 
heations atamped out with atrocious and relent- 
leas rigor. They were dealt with as summarily 
aud promptly as ie the cattle-plague in England. 
or the Colorado potato-bug in Germany. Still, in 
spite of all diseouracements, persecutions. the 
unprogressiveness of the age ana the illiteracy of 
the masse’. newspapers of the bebdomadal de- 
scription spread and multiplied, especially in the 
Anglo-Saxon portions of the world; but for two 
centuries they were as seed sown on barren ground, 

felding bat little fruit in the way of disseminating 

ree principles, and independence of thought 
among the people. There was no public opinion 
to v t them in crit:ciems of pubiic men or pub- 
lic measures, and pha, sere not permitted to ere- 
ate a public opinion. e daily newsoppers which 
came into existence later fared no Setter and re- 
cei@d no more lenient treatment prom the powers 
that were. but, in fact. were regarded with more 
aversion and were handled with greater severity 
becanse they fred oftener,’’ and, oeing only 

rinted in State Capitals and large cities, they were 

ore conspicuous and were regarded ar more dan- 
gerous, hence they were under a closer and severer 
censorship and surveillance than the weekly press. 

LIMITED PROVINCE OF THE PRESS. 

. The intolerance of 238 relaxed exceeding- 
ly slow, The strangling grip on the chroat of the 
press has not yet been removed in many countries 
which boast of their civilization and literature. 
From the inception of t ewepaper until within 
a generation or two its ‘egitimate province was 
deemed to be the publication of advePtisements, 
Ceath and marriage notices, ‘‘ original” poetry. 
anecdotes, announcements of wars antl accounts 
of battles, and praises of politicians. 

In addition to this range of topics some ventured 
into the domain of Old Probs and prognosti- 
cated the changes of the weather. based not on 
meteorological laws, but on the inclination of the 
new moon or the color of the breast-bones of 
tender turkeys; some contented themselves with 
— „ out Poor Richard's agricultural maxims; 
arm others who were negligent in their Savoath 
observances tried to propitiate the clerzy by pub- 
lishing reports of death-bed scenes of the uncon- 
verted, and the dreadful remorse of dying infidels; 
but high above all other sounds were heara the 
perpetual appeals to delinquent zubscribers to pay 
up: to send in cordwood, cabbage, or rags, and 
make the printer happy.

BEFORE THS RAILWAY AND TELEGRaPH. 

While the press in this country has strugyled up 
from smal) and feeble beginnings to its pregent 
proud and overshadowing iniluence. it is only 
since the advent of the locomotive and the tele- 
graph that it has realiy begun to fulfill ite great 
mission ae a public instructor and jaborer iu the 
vineyard of civilization, and as a successful com- 
batant of ignorance, prejudice, and sm@perstition. 

Before the introduction of the railway the dis- 
tribution of newspapers was slow and imperfect. 
Befere Puck put his girdle round the earth the 
collection of news was tedious and vexatious. e- 
fore steam aud ligntning were ＋ ripted into the 
posta! service the papers fand it hard to gather 
and harder to ecaiter the news. 
bought. aed stale when sold. often moldy with age 
when served up to delinquent subscribers—-before 
the days of advance payments. 

In those days daily papers were of very limited 
issue. Few copies circulated beyond the bound- 
ries of their respective cities. Only the more 
prominent merchants. bankers. ana politicians in- 
dulged in the luxury of a daily paper: the rest of 
the public contented themselves with a repast of 
weeklies. The news was stale and scanty, and, as 
the people were not kept On the qui vive, they were 
unwilling to pay for itin advance, and had to be 
„trusted; and the memory of many was so defec- 
tive that they ever forgot to pay, though often re- 
minded of their delinquency. It was only abont 
election times that the mass of people read their 
newspaper with any relish. or felt 
much interest in their contents. In those 
dull days the daily paper was not 
deemed indispensable to busmess or necessary to 
existence. here was not that hankering after it 
Bok ove people's children are supposed to feel for 
bréad. Nobody yearned for the neiwsless news- 


ppper The receipts being small, the editoria! 
örce was limited to ong ortwe writers; the market 
reporter on his rounds among the traders picked up 
a few local items; the foreman was proof-reader 
and helped out the editor or reporter if either of. 
them was off orailing. The younger members of 
the profession can bardly imagme that such was 
ever the condition ot the great dailies. but the 
graybeards of the bress remember it well. Nor 
have they entirely forgotten how willing they were 
to saspend pubjication to accommodate holidays as 
well as holv-dgys. 
FAST TITLES AND SLOW PERFORMANCES. 

Considering the utterly newsless and poly pus char- 
acter of the press of the seventeenth century, it is 
langhable to observe some of the early titles that 
were selected, such as the Vers, the Poet, the Mes- 
senger, and the Courier; but the favorite name for 
along time on the Cont. nent. as well asin England. 
wae the MVercvry, the original being a son of 
Jupiter. the me-eenger and inierpreterof the gods, 
the deity of cloquence and commerce, and per- 
sonijying a character full of action, sprightliness, 
intelligence, and enterprise. Hut copies of news- 
papers of those mercurial days which have 
been preserved present a most pitiable and ladi- 
crous resemblance to the model. They came about 
av near filling the bill and pegsonifying the Greck 
ideal of rcary as Snug tne joiner did tie hon 
when he played the part of that wild-fowl.’) or 
Snout. who represented the wall with the 
*+ chinks int. through which the lovers whie- 
pered in Midsummer- Night's Dream.“ 

In the few coustrics which have enjoyed the 
habeas corpus and trial by jury, the press. by 
tardy and painful steps, acqu: freasiom of die- 
cussion, and fought ite way through perpeinal per- 
secution to some liberty of criticism of rulers and 
law-makers. Asthe press secured these privileges 
it increased its influence and number of readers. 
and began te create what is Known as public 
opinion. 

THE PRESS TAKES SHELTER DNDER THE WING 
OF PARTY. 

But it was the rise and growth of parliamentary 
government aad the division of the constituencies 
into opposing parties that contributed so enor- 
mousiv to the freedom of the press. The news- 
papers Were discovered do the politicians to be 
valuable auxiliaries in chung partisan battles, both 
for attack and defense. They were emploved by 
politicians oat of oltice to assa’) those in office. and 
io expose eir laches and [aulte to the peopie; 
tucy re made use of to publish speeches and de- 
fend policies. to sound the praises of leaders and 
to proclaim the deeds of herne as well as to in- 
vent apologies for dlunders and short-comings of 
those in authority. Editors were not slow in tind- 
tot out tha: they cocld with some safety criticice 
the measures and policies of the op ne party 
and aesai) tis leaders and spokesmen toa decree 
Mke that induiged in with impunity by the poli- 
tems themeeclves on the stamp and in the halls of 
legi-lavon. Each party newspaper found it«s!f 
supported and protected by its party. not only out 
ef doors, but in the coarts; and in a libel «uit for

and influence. Whatever headway the English 
press made during that cuntugy and a third must be 
mainly attributed to the su and protection ex 
tended by the Whig party. Without that protection 
the freedom of the press, small as it was, could 
not have been obtained, and t obtained by 
any means would have been quickly and savagely 
torn from it and trampled ander foot by the 
monarch: and his reinions. A little more than a 
hundred years ago Wilkes, Inhis '“ North Britain. 
made a heroic and conspicuons fight for the right 
of discussion and criticism of the measures and 
acts of pohticians in vower. He was made to 
suffer severely therefor iu person and pocket, and 
would have been destroyed but for the support of 
the Whig party. The incisive contributions of Me 
eloquent Burke to tac Kagan, and the im- 
mortal ** Junius” letters to the Public Advertiser, 
both at the time that Wilkes was hurling bis 
thunderbolts at the corruptions of the Covern- 
ment, gave frecdom of the press in Great Britain 
a mighty impulse which bas never been lost. 
But. without party protection, neither’ Wilkes, 
Burke, uhr Janius could have written and pub- 
lished in the ss more than one article 
each before they would have been cxtincuished. 
The press of Great Britain is now in the en 
joyment of as much freedom as that of the 
United States, although they use it more moderate 
ly and decenity, and less licentionsly and reckless- 
ly, than is the case in this country, The degree of 
liberty enjoyed in France and Germany by the 
press for a bandred years past has varied and, 
vacillated with the changiug phases of parties and 
administrations. Since the adoption of manhood 
suffrage and parliamentary government in Ger- 
many a few years since, jhe press bas been un- 
shatkied. censorship in a great measure removed. 
fines and imprisonments reduced, and freedom of 
criticiam. immensely enlarged. These ameliora- 
tions are due to the intervention ef the party e 
progress and the establishment of constitutional 
goverament. 

In France the press is choked down one day and 
runs riot the nexg, because the politicians fly to 
extremes. In a cbuntry which is ont day a mili- 
tary despotiam, the next a chaotic Commune, the 
third a counterfeit Repubdiic, and the fourth an 
Ultrameontane reaction, the condition of the press 
must be equally uncertain and changeable, and 
euch is the fact. There has néver been freedom 
of the press in France, as we understand the 
term, and never can be until the country is ruled. 
in turn, by well-balanced parties through the 
forme of parliamentary government, Men in 
power by coup deals are no friends of the press, 
and do not patronize free criticism of their meas- 
ures and actions. 

In thix country the freedom of the press was se- 
cured at an early day to a degree unknown in Eu- 

land until very recently, ana since the mdepend- 

ence of the nation the business of the press has 
never beeen hampered and crippled by stamp-taxes 
on circulation and excise-taxes on advertisements, 
as in Great Britain, or license-permits and caution- 
money, as in France and Germany. I except of 
course the special taxes during the great Civil War, 
which were levied on all classes. 
EFFECT OF STEAM AND ELECTRICITY ON JOUR- 

* NALISX. 

What the protection of rty has done for the 
daily press in securing freedom of discussion, the 
—— — and the locomotive have done in extend- 
ing circulation. They have enabled daily newspa- 
pers to make themselves indispensable to the read- 
ing public. There is a peculiar potency and resist- 
less charmin news about all matters of human 
concern — from the ends of the earth with 
out consumption of time and placed before the 
reader smoking hot. He can't ignore it if he would, 
and would notif he could, This wonderful over- 
coming of time and space has added enormously to 
the duties and responsibilities of journatiem. 
The whole range of news must pow be discussed 
and commented on daily. A higher order of talent 
and a greater range of information on the part of 
editors are now required. ditors must be able to 
cope with the strongest of their readers on a mul- 
titude of subjects if they would maintain their 
power and influence in the community; tuey must 
think-rapidly, write vigorously, and have a large 
stock of information. The press has become the 
great educator of the people. It begins where the 
schoolmarm and the professor leave of, and con- 
tinues the work of instruction. on all subjects of 
public concern during the reader's life. 

NO COLLEGES TO TEACH JOURNALISM. 
Editorship has progressed into a profession; but, 
strange to say, there are no schools where this art 
is taught. This profession which is overshadowing 
all others inin@ucnce and power, and needs the 
best-trained intellect. is destitute of a curriculum 
or Alma Mater. There are A. B.'s, M. A. 8. 
D. s, LL. D.'’s, bat there are no B. E.'s, or M. 
E. . or D. E. % (achelor, Master. of Doctor of 
Editorship)—-no Professors of Journalism: no 
Baccalaureate vales or farewells tothe stragglers 
for the B. E. degree; no diplomas or parchments, 
licenses or sheep-skins, are granted. Very 
strange, is it not! 

o become a lawyer and be admitted to the Bar 
requires a coarse of legal stadies and an examina- 
tion. To be a doctor the candidate must investi- 
gate the thousand ilis to which human flesh 1s heir, 
attend anatomical and surgical lectures, and study 
the pharmacopeia till hie brain aches, before re- 
ceiving his diploma to kill and cure. Before tak- 
ing noly orders the candidate mast pass through 
a long routine of studies of divine mysteries. All 
these professions have schools and colleges de- 
voted to their teaching. Bat where is the college 
for training young men for the press and fitting 
them for editorial labor? 

* NECESSITY FOR SPECIAL INSTRUCTION. 

Why have not Yale or Harvard, Cornell or Ann 
Arbor, Princeton or Oberlin, a Department of 
Editorship’ No profession is more attractive to 
bright, ambitions young men with tastes for state- 
craft and public questions. How are they to vre- 

are themselves for the journalistic vocation? The 
nstruction received at college, while useful and 
beneficial, is wholly inadequate to qualify a young 
man to hold a position on an editorial staff, as 
thousands have discovered to their sorrow and 
mortification who have sought such positions. A 
young man entering college and intending to be an 
editor is never taught nalistic curric- 
ulum; he is never told what studies to 
take; what he Should learn, and what he 
may omit. He is not set to discussing with 
the pen and reading up on public questions, He . 
not taught the art of condensation, of saying much 
in little epace. and saying it attractively and per- 
suasively, of vanquishing an opponent ip a leader 
bristling with facts or turning the lauch on him by 
a. epizram. Take a college graduate into a news- 

aper office and set him at work. and he doesn’t 
now where to begin or how to proceed. He is 
sted on searcely any of the subjects that must 
e discussed. Doubtfalif be even knows how to 
punctuate his own sentences, mach less to mark his 
proof. He doesn't know the name of a type in 
the office, nor a process ip the business. He 
must either commence as a reporter (aud he 
generally fgile at it) or abandon the news- 
paper business. He takes a desk supposing thats 
he i capable of writing an exhaustiess series of 
suitable articles, and finds himself pumped dry in 
a week. He has not been taught even the rudi- 
ments of the trade, and the poor fellow gives up 
his chair in chagrin and despair; yet he may be 
possessed of an ample amount of brains and the 
right mental structure to make a brilliant or suc- 
bessful editor if he had received the proper train- 
ing at college to fit bim for his work. 

W by is there not a professor in every great school 
of learning to teach those things which pertain to 
editorial di-cuxsion? Why are not special Classes 
instructed in newspaper subjects and the questions 
underlying the politics, business, and social life of 
tue country, and all the matters essential to be 
kvown inthe editor's room about the business of 
journalism? 

ALWAYS A DEMAND FOR COMPETENT WRITERS. 

here ts always a newspaper demand for readv 
writers. for youag men who are fairly posted up in 
the topics of the day, who are fluent with the pen, 
who know how to z hit birds on the wing long 
range rest- shooting doesn't anewer for daily newe- 
papers. The supply for tits demand has hereto- 
fore inthis country been largely filled from the 
ranks of the printing-office apprentices who have 
grown up with the concern and have been promot- 
ed from one class of work to and ther. ut the 
drawback in such cases is that the young men have 
never hud an education. and the lack of it hampers 
and cripples them through life. There are many 
notaole —. — young lawyers with good edu 
cations quitting the Bar and taking charge of coun- 
try papers and there ** breaking in their hand“ 
and acquiring the rudiments of the editorial pro- 
feesion, who afterwards advanced to daily journal- 
ism and made their eforts successful.

Further back than the memory of man out-

This 
problem of finding which of these two was 
the thief has cost the State of Michigan more 
money than they both could have stolen, 
afid lawsuit after lawsuit has dragged along, 
tearing people’s sympathies to pieces and 
greatly obstructing the progress of chemical 
science. The other day a Judge in that 
neighborhood gave a decision, which, to the 
ordinary observer, parceled out the disgrace to 
each Prof essor, and made the dishonors about 
easy. This decision has been mgt by a very 
pandemonium of objurgation in the Ros 
camp, and will probably be equally nauseous 
to the other faction.

THE SAVINGS BANKS. 
There is no longer much use in treating of 
individual savings institutions as thoy col- 
lapse. The faci is apparent that the people 
have lost confidence in them asa class. It 
could not well be otherwise. The collapse 
is not confined to Chicago, nor in Chicago to 
any one bank. Nearly all the large cities 
have had similar experiences, or are expect- 
ing them, and it may be assumed that all the 
depositors. in all the savings banks in Chi- 
cago are cogitating how they can best get 
their money out of the hands in which they 
have imtrusted it. It is useless to disguise 
this fact. It is folly for the Trustees or 
Managers of any of the savings banks which 
have been questioned to run them now with 
reference to future prospects or remaining in 
business. It shou'd simply be a question 
for honest and judicious decision in eve 
such case how the assets of the bank may be 
administered so as to yield- the largest 
amount to the creditors. Every one of these 
savings institutions, whether large or small, 
whether yet in the hands of a Receiver 
or not, should now be managed as if 
it were in process of liquidation. 
The President of any savings bank 
which has practically suspended payment, bu: 
which has not yet been brought into court 
should virtually constitute himself a Receiv- 
er, give up the “ shinning” prowess, stop all 
favoritism aud regard himself as the repre- 
sentative and trustee of the depositors. It 
is easy enough to do a savings-bank business 
in progperous times, when deposits are 
continually being made and the call for 
money is in the ordinary way. But fall this 
has changed. Nobody is now depositing in 
a savings bank; everybody wants to with- 
draw all he has there. The notices given 
during the July panic are coming due; the 
notices given at the first announcement of 
the State Savings failure will be du: in thirty 
days, and from then on virtually mature 
until the funds are exhausted. ‘There is not 
going to be any such restoration of confi- 
dence in the savings banks as will enable any 
embarrassed institution to continue through 
the forbearance or support of depositors. 
There may be exceptions where the affairs 
have been so judiciously managed, and the 
capital is so intact that the winding-up 
process will yield dollar for dollar, 
and in such case the savings bank may 
acquire a new claim to confidence. But the 
depositors in all cases will demand first the 
privilege of handling their own money; and 


‘the 


ence on one man, who handles the money 
with more or less honesty and more or less 
judgment, as the result shows. When this 
man is @ scoundrel like Srxxcxn, it may burn 
out that he has misappropriated large sums 
for his own use; when he is b as 
Mrers has been believed t@ be, it may 
simply be that ‘his investments have 
been unfortunate, as ‘Shy man’s msy 
be, and that his depositors are 
the victims of a shrinkage in the values of 
the securities i which their deposits were 
honestly placed. In Myers’ bank, it is not 
possible to tell how much o@ how little the 
assets will yield. His own reticence on the 


subject would“ indicate that they are of a 


poor character. In the recent failures of 
savings banks in New York as well as here, 
it has been found in every case that wortb- 
less checks and notes have been carried when 
they were known to be worthless, and made 
to figure as cash assets in the public state- 
ments. A comparison of what Mrzus re- 
ported as cash assets three months ago with 
the money he has paid out since, and which 
brought him to the end of his rope, seems to 
show something of the same kind. In some 
instances, the protested checks of the offi- 
cers of the suspended banks have been 
counted among the cash assets, In all cases, 
the publio statements have been proved to 
be false and deceptive. Experience has 
thoroughly shaken if not destroyed all confi- 
dence or patience with the savings · bank 
system, and nothing but the money, or as 
much of it as there is left, will satisfy de- 
positors in their present apprehension. 
Every man in control of a savings bank 
knows his own condition. He knows 
whether he has the money in his vaults to 
pay out his entire deposit account, or wheth- 
er his assets and collaterals are of 4 kind 
which he can convert into cash to meet this 
wholesale demand after exhausting all the 
time which the rule for notices gives him. 
If he is satistied he can do this, he is justi- 
fied in going ahead ; if he is satisfied he ca t 
do it, it is his duty to abandon the task im- 
mediately, turn his affairs over to a Receiver, 
and assist as much as he can in the prompt 
and public winding up of the business, so 
chat all depositors may fare alike in the out- 
come. It will Be at once foolish and unjust 
to put any reliance upon a vestora- 
tion of confidence, renewal of deposits, 
assistance of other banks, or 
popular support. The time is passed 
for propping up by any artificial 
means any savings bank which cannot stand 
alone and settle up from its own resources 
as rapidly as the depositors demand and the 
law requires. At the best, there will be no 


such restoration of confidence in savings in- 


stitutions as will come to their relief in time 
to avoid a general liquidation. We doubt 
whether there will ever be a general renewal 
of popular confidence, with or without laws 
looking to their strict supervision. We have 
no doubt that Congress, early in the coming 
session, will provide for a savings bond of 
small denominations and bearing a small rate 
of interest, which will take the place of the 
popular loang in France and the postal banks 
in England. In that event, the surplus earn- 
ings of the working and middle classes will 
rapidly go into these bonds, which will al- 
ways be as safe as the Government credit, 
and whieh, nder proper regulation, will be 
more couvenient and available than savings- 
bank bocks. With such a national provis- 
ion there will he uo opportunity for a general 


system of savings banks, such as has existe? 


heretofore; there will still be financial agents 
for the investment of funds for those persons 
who desire to earn on their savings more 
than the Government interest, but such 
agents will not enjoy the protection of a 
Chinese wall called a bank to keep off their 
customers, ang they cannot speculate with 
their clients“ money on their own account 
without risking criminal prosecution. In the 
face of this outlook, it is palpably the duty 
of every savings institution now to shape its 
affairs with sole reference to an honest and 
absolute liquidation. 


MURDER IN CALIFORNIA AND MISSISSIPPI. 
» The United States has atreaty with China 
under which the people of the United States 
may visit and reside in China under certain 
conditions, and under which Chinese may 
come to and reside in this country. There 
are perhaps 500 to 1,000 Americans now 
residing and doing business in China, and 
there is a Minister and several Consuls there 
charged with the daty of protesting them in 
all their rights of person and property under 
the treaty. The people of China are hostile 
to all foreigners; they have for centuries 
been educated to the belief that all foreigners 
were barbarians, whose presence was an in- 
sult to the Chinese and dangerous to the 
political and religious integrity of the Empire. 
There have been times in the past when the 
popular feeling has expressed itself in out- 
rage upon the foreigners, but, since China 
has been forced into treaty and 
eommercial \ intercourse with forei na- 
tions, the Goverment of that un- 
try has ‘repressed or punished all 
such outrages. All foreign Governments, 
however, keep fleets in Chinese waters, 
which fleets are prompt to enforce the rights 
of their countrymen, and to exact compensa- 
tion for injuries and punishment for all 
offenses. There have come to the United 
States a numerous Chinese population, who 
are unquestionably industrious, skillf@, and 
thrifty. They are not Chyistians; bug there 
is no pretense that they are attempting any 
interference with the religion or the Gov- 
ernment of the country. They gome here to 
labor, and they hoard their money. They 
are entitled by treaty to the same protection 


elty. The Governor of Mississippi has 
heard of it, and he has written a letter de- 
claring that such things cannot be tolerated, 
but he takes no step to put down the ruffian- 
ism or to punish the ruffians. Murder, and 
a Sheriff, or a constable, or a militia-man is 
called upon to execute the law. In fact, 
has there been any law in Mississippi 
since the man Sronz became Governor? 
Who can demand that murder and robbery in 
Mississippi shall be punished and suppressed 
who approves of the same thing in Califor- 
nia? Is it any greater moral or legal crime 
to murder a Mississippian that it is a China- 
man in California? The very indifference 
with which popular opjnion treats the mur- 
der of scores of harmless and uboffending 
men in California is the greatest encourage- 
ment that can be given to murder and all 
other crime in all parts of the country. 
While Gov. Sroxz merits general contempt 
for his repeated pusillanimity, why is not 
the Governor of California equally censur- 
able ? 


LABOR TROUBLES ABROAD. . 

The workingmen of America who imagine 
that labor troubles during the hard times 
have been confined to this continent make a 
serious mistake. They have extended more 
or less to all the manufacturing and indus- 
trial districts throughout “the world, and 
there have been special hardships in En- 
gland. The same causes which have cur- 
tailed consumption and depressed prices 
here operated to reduce wages in England, 
and throw men out of employment there, as 
they did in the United States. The London 
Times recently bore testimony to the fact 
that the laboring classes of that country had 
conducted themselves with commendable 
forbearance and discretion during the hard 
times, but this must have referred mainly to 
the preservation of the public. peace and or- 
der, for the failure to agree between employ- 
ers and employes has led to many prolonged 
strikes and serious lock-outs, which are onfy 
begianing now to be settled. A day or two 
ago the intelligence was telegraphed that the 
Clyde shipwrights had resumed work on the 
basis of an arbitration. This was a strike 
which threw thousands of men out of em- 
ployment for about six months. The loss 
incident to this lock-out falls mainly upon 
the journeymen, and it is one that can never 
be regained. If the terms of the arbitration 
accord them better wages now than when 
they quit work, itis because the new condi- 
tions of trade and improved outlook warrant 
it; if the Clyde shipwrights had worked 
along at the prices the builders could afford 
to pay, they would still have had the increase 
at the present time for the same reasons that 
the arbitrators now give it to ther; 
so that their six months’ voluntary idle- 
ness is a dead loss to them which 
they can never regain. The cotton opera- 
tives at Boltcn, of whom there are about 
11,000, with probably 40,000 dependent on 
them in one way and another, are going 
through the same experience. The mill- 
owners proposed a reduction of 5 per cent, 
to which they refused to submit. There was 
a raise of 5 per cent in 1875, and the present 
reduction, rendered necessary by a constant 
decline in prices and the competition that 
the English cotton manufacturers have lately 
encountered in foreign markets formerly all 
their own, places wages at what they were 
before. In other words, the rate of wages 
must yield to the rule of supply and demand, 
which the operatives are unwilling to recog- 
nize except when in their favor. The last 
lock-out was in 1861; it lasted six weeks, and 
entailed a loss to the workmen of $400,000. 
a total, absolute, and irreclaimable loss. 
So in many other districts of Great Britain 
there are unavailing strikes,—in the iron 
mills at Dundee, in the factories of Forfar, 
among the ship-joiners at Greenock, in the 
Durham colliery disgrict, among the coal- 
miners of South Yorkshire, and in nearly all 
the Scotch mining districts. -The masons in 
London and the carpenters and joiners in 
various English cities are on a strike; and 
many master builders have contracted with 
American carpenters at wages which the En- 
glish carpenters rejected. 

The error the workingmen make is in all 
cases the same, and that which Won 
Puitiirs sought recently to impress still 
more deeply upon them. They ignore the 
laws of supply and demanll, and *insist that 


“labor is the first essential and necesserily 


takes precedence in all industry which de- 
pends upon an association between labor 
and capital. On the contrary, capital 
is the first essential in such associa- 
tion. Take away capital, and the la- 
borer is reduced to the resources of 
his bare hands and muscles. He has nota 
spade or a tool with which to assist himself 
in the work of production. All forms of 
capital, then, necessarily carry out this rela- 
tive condition in the association. When 
capital increases to great mills and vast con- 
trivances, employing thousands of opera- 
tives, 1t is still the first essential. It must be 
kept intact and yield at least a living to its 
owners, or it will be withdrawn from the as- 
sociation. If the workmen insist upon such

The banks are to 
be secured by an issue of 4} per cent bonds, 
which are to be retdined in the Treasury. 
When the Government shall have exhausted 
the gold in the Treasury redeeming green- 
backs, it is to call on banks, which are then 
to furnish gold, receiving in exchange the 
bonds. It is assumed that as soon as the 
Government pays gold for greenbacks the 
banks, holding over one-half the whole sum 
of greenbacks, will be able to purchase gold 
with them, and thus furhish the Treasury 
with coin enough to redeem. 

Leaving ut of view the weakness of this 
whole scheme of attempting to make one 
dollar of gold seem to be three dollars, and 
perform the office of three dollars, it will 
amount to nothing more than an exchange of 
greenbacks for 4 per cent bonds. It is an 
attempt to redeem Without the money for 
that purpose. It isa scheme which rests 
for success upon creating a popular belief 
that there is gold in the Treasury when the 
gold is not there, and to practice upon the 
country a sort of confidence game certain to 
break down. 

in the first place, the gold im the Treasury 
is not the property of the Government ; 
much of it is on deposit for safe keeping, 
subject to call; the gold owned by the Gov- 
ernment is subject to appropriations for 
other purposes, it being part of the cur- 
rent revenue. The gold in the banks is also 
largely private property, subject to call. 
The banks may so manage as to get 
control of one-half the greenbacks; 
bit when they shall undertake to buy 
back with greenbacks the gold which the 
Treasury shall pay out in redemption of 
greenbacks, and thus in this way use the 
same gold over and over to redeem the whole 
sum of greenbacks, the scheme will be cer- 
tain to fail and break down. The banks, as 
rapidly as they furnish the Government with 
gold, are to take the 4} per cent bonds. This 
practically, supposing it to be successful, 
will be equivalent to funding the greenbacks 
in 4 percent bonds. What is to become of 
the bank currency, and how that is to be re- 
deemed, is not stated. It is possible that 
the scheme contemplates that the Treasury 
is to reissue the greenbacks, and that the 
arrangement with the banks is to be a per- 
manent one, the to furnish the 
Government with gold as it may be 
wanted to redeem the greenbacks as pre- 
sented. If this be so, it will establish a re- 
lation between the Government and the 
banks which cannot prove to be otherwise 
than disastrous. It would be incorporating 
the banks as a part of the National Govern- 
ment. It would not strengthen the — * 
plan of resumption. Taken as a whole, it 
is nothing more than a weak attempt or con- 
trivance to reqime specie payments without 
specie.

This can be accomplished without gerious 
cost, and without any disturbance of values, 
or of business, or of credits. It will be 
found that the only practicable and econom- 
ical road to specie payments is in the free 
comage of remonetized silver dollars, and 
that the way to hasten specie payments is to 
hasten the restorati m of the silver dollar. 
Every month’s dela’ in the restoration of 
silver postpones specie payments; every 
month’s delay postpc nes the coinage of fogr 
millions of silver dollars; and those who are 
opposing the restoration of silver coinage 


‘for the purpose of forcing resumption in 


gold coin alone are deceiving themselves 
with the hope of an impossibility. The 
only deliverance from legaltender paper 
and from an exelusive paper currency must 
come through a free coinage of legal-tender 
silver.

THE ANXIOUS DEPOSITORS 
in the Fidelity Savings Bank began to assemble 
at a rather carly hour yesterday morning, each 
man, woman, and child intent on securing the 
first place in the line. This desire was what 
brought thein out so early, and what resulted 
in forming a line ich, by the time the bank 
doors opened, extended down to the entrance 
of Hdoley’s Theatre. As the doors ovened the 
crowd rushed in and surged up to the marble 
counters. Twoor three policemen were on deck to 
keep them in order, and the work of presenting 
bank-books and getting a proportion of what the 
depositors had to their credit went slowly on. 
By and by the crowd grew smalicr and smailer, 
the new comers were less frequent, and by 12 
o’clock the line numbered about fifteen people. 
During the rest of the day it kept up about that 
number. The depositors, of course, induged in 
a general growl at the slowness with which their 
payments were made to them. The notices 
posted up on the French-plate glass were also 
the cause of considerable comment, aud there 
was @ disposition to express doubts of the bank’s 
right toamend the by-laws, as has been done 
during the past few days. But the 
talk and the growls were only ici 
dental to the general to draw 
out what they could, no matter if it 
was but a very little. There were some of the 
class there known as “repeaters,”’ but they 
went away with downcast countenances which 
would have told that they were unsuccessful, 
even if the eve-witnesses had not observed che 
manner in which the paying-teller eyed them 
and told them it was of no use, 0 
MR. HAINES 
came down to bis bank at his usual hour. He 
looked worried, tired, worneut. Under his 
ane he carried the morning papers, the t t 
ot which may have had something to do with 
the slight expression of dissatisfaction which 
rested on is usually placid features. 
Those papers contaived certain statements 
which he had made the day before to the 
reporters representing them. e didn’t exactly 
like the interviews, and he took no pains to con- 
ceal that fact from his son and those who gath- 
ered around him. But he soon received con- 
siderabie comfort in the shape of some highly 
common sense remarks made by a genletman 
who called in to see him: Lou showed your 
hand like a man, Haines, and 1 like you all the 
better for it.

By Roszar E. Srrasorn (Alter 
Ego”), of the Western Press. Cheyenne, Wyo- 
ming. vo., pp. 240. , 

The author of this volume has produced a 
valuable and interesting history of one of the 
youog, and fertile, and marvelously-thriving 
Territories of the Great West. It is compre- 
bensive in its scope, embraciug statistical in- 
formation regarding the surface“ features, 
climatulogy, miucral deposits, vegetable pro- 
ductions, population, industries, and extent of 
the present development of the country. It is 
written with the pardonable enthusiasm of a 
citizen enamored with the attractions of a 
singularly beautiful and wealthy region; but a 
sober array of figures and facts gives a 
substantial foundation to its most flattering 
statements. ‘Lhe authoritative sources of most 
of the statistics, and the general air of 
candor and thoroughness pervading the work, 
invite the confidence of the reader, and yet allow 
him ample opportunity for the free use of his 


own judgment. 

It was on July 25, 1868, that théhct was passed 
providing for the temporary government of the 
‘territory of Wyoming. Federal appointments 
for nearly all offices in the new Territory were 
made in April, 1869; and the first Legislative 
Assembly was organized at Cheyenne Oct. 12 of 
the same year. The boundary lines, etc., for 
the Territory were the forty-first and forty-fifth 
degrees of north latitude, and the twenty-sev- 
enth and thirty-fourth meridians west from 
Washington.

Wyoming possesses 40,000 square miles of coal- 
lands, with vast deposits of rich iron-ores alter- 
nating in different sections.

The History of Connecticut,“ by the Rev. 
Samuel Peters, which has from its first publica- 
tion been the subject of bitter censure and con- 
troversy, has been reproduced, with notes and 
additions to the appendix, by a descendant of 
the author. The book was originally published 
in London in 1781, but its statements were so 
distasteful to the people of Connecticut that the 
edition brought to this country was destroyed. 
publicly burned, as the editor believes, — while 
the Court prohibited the republication ol the 
work in the State. Copies of the book conse- 
quently became rare, and in March, 1877, at a 
sale of old works, a single number of the history 
brought the sum of $115. 

The author of the work was born in Hebron, 
Conn., in 1735. At the age of 23 he went to 
Engiand to be ordained to the priesthood of the 
Episcopal Church; and two years later return- 
ed to his native town, where he was installed as 
Rector of Hebron and Hertford, For fourteen 
years he fulfilled the duties of his position to 
the content of his parishioners. @n the break- 
ing-out of hostilities between the Colonies and 
the Mother-Country, Mr. Peters aahered to the 
British Government, and, by the use of his in- 
fluence in support of the measures taken to se- 
cure payment for the teas destroyed in Boston 
Harbor, made himself so obnoxious to the com- 
munity that he was obliged to flee for safcty to 
England. 

Judging simply from the tone of the 
„History,“ which Mr. Peters wrote while ip 
London, it might be inferred that he took a 
petulant pleasure in recording testimony un- 
favorable to the integrity and fair-mindedness 
of the Colonists. They are made to appear, in 
most of these transactions, as a set of bigoted, 
ignoble, narrow, and not over-honest men, 
whom it is difficult to regard with any degree 
of respect. It is not surprising that the book 
provoked the animosity of the Colonists, and 
secured for itself the public dishonor of an 
auto-da-fe. 

It bas been asserted that the alle Blue 
Laws of Connecticut,” inserted by Mr. Peters 
in the body of his history, had no existence 
save in his inventive brain. Mr. James Ham- 
moud Trumbull has lately published a book 
aiming to show what were the true Blue Laws 


lished by Mr. Peters were false. As the fittest 
response to Mr. Trumbull’s effort. the work of 
the proscribed Rector of Hebron is now repub- 
lished, that the public may possess themselves 
of the argument on both sides of the question. 
Only a few curious inquirers will care to make a 
rticular examination of the points in dispute, 
ut the general student of American history 
will look over Mr. Peters? quaint, testy ac- 
count of the early settlements in Connecticut,

FAMILIAR TALK, 


ANCIENT CONNECTICUT. 

„The Historv of Connecticut,“ by the Rev. 
Samuel Peters, which is noticed in another col- 
umn, relates some curious incidents in the ex- 
perience of the early settlers in the American 
Colonies, which are interesting in the light they 
throw upon the state of the world’s knowledge 
100 years aga, and upon the capacity of an in- 
telligent community to “interpret the ordinary 
phenomena of Nature.” In a sketch of the dif- 
ferent towns of Connecticut as they existed 
previous to the Revolution, Mr. Peters recounts 
the following amusing event in the history of 
Windham: “Strangers are very much terri- 
fied,” says the historian, “at the hideous noise 
made on summer-evenings dy the vast number 
of frogs in the brooks and ponds. There are 
about thirty different voices among them, some 
of which resemple the bellowing of a bull. The 
owls and whippoorwills complete the 
rough concert, which may de heard 
several miles. Persons accustomed to 
such serenades are not disturbed by them 
at their proper stations; but, one night in July, 
1758, the frogs of an artificial pond, three miles 
square, and about tive from Windham, finding 
the water dried up, left the place in a body, and 
marched, or rather hopped, towards WMnoman- 
tic River. They were under the necessity of 
taking the road and going through the town, 
which they entered about midnight. The bull- 
frogs were the leaders, and the pipers followed 
without number. They filled the road, forty 
vards wide, for four miles in length, and were, 
for several hours in passing through the town, 
unusually clamorous. : 

The inbatdtants were equally perplexed and 
frightened: some expected to find an army of 
French and Indians; others feared an earth- 
quake, and dissolution of Nature. The con- 
sternation was universal. Old and young, male 
and female, fled naked from their beds, with 
worse shriekings than those of the frogs. The 
event was fatal to several women. The men, 
after a flight of half a mile, in which they 
met with many broken shins, finding no 
enemies in pursuit of them, made a halt, and 
summoned resolution enough to venture back 
to their wives and children, when they distinctly 
heard from the enemy’s camp these words: 
Wight, Hilderkin, Dier, Tete. This last. they 
thought, meant treaty, and, qr — up cour- 
age, they sent a triumvirate to capitulate with 
the supposed French and Indians. These the 
men approached in their shirts, and begged to 
speak with the General; but, it being dark, and 
no answer given, they were sorely agitated for 
some time betwixt hope dnd fear; at length 
however, they discovered that the dread inimica 
enemy was an army of thirsty frogs going to the 
river for a little water. 

„Such an incursion was never known before 
nor since; and yet the people of Windham have 
been ridiculed for their timidity on this occa- 
sion. I vefy belieye that an army under the 
Duke of Marlborotigh would, under like circum- 
stances, have acted no better than they did.“ 

To show that the Windhamites were no more 
eowardly or superstitious than other communi- 
ties in the Colony, Mr. Peters goes on to relate 
that In 1786 the inhabitants of Connecticut 
River were as much alarmed by an army of 
caterpillars as those of Windham were at the 
frogs, and no one found reason to jest at their 
fears. These worms came in one night, and 
covered the earth, on beth sides of the river, to 
an extent of three miles in front and two in 
depth. They marched with great speed, and 
cut up everything green for the space of 100 
miles, in spite of rivers, ditches, fires, and the 
united efforts of 1,000 men. they were, in gen- 
eral, two inches long, had white bodies, covered 
with thorns, and red throats. When they had 
finished their work, they went down the River 
Connecticut, where they died, isoning 
the waters, until they were washed into 
the sea. This calamity was imputed by 
some to the vast number of logs and 
trees lying in the creeks, and to cinders, smoke, 
and fires made to consume the waste wood for 
300 or 400 miles up the Connecticut River; while 
others thought it inaugurated future evils, simi- 
lar to those of Egypt. The inhabitants of the 
verdmonts — undoubtedly have perished 
with famine) in consequence of the devastation 
of these worms, had not a remarkable Provi- 
dence filled the wilderness with wild pigeons, 
which were killed by sticks as they sat upon the 
branches of the trees, in such multitudes that

The entire populace 
engaged with enthusiasm in the ceremonials and 
merrymakings of the occasion, and the houses 
and streets were brilliantly decorated with flow- 
ers, evergreens, and bunting. A number of 
triumpbal arches were erated in the principal 
thoroughfares, several of which were noteworthy 
for the beauty of their design and ornamenta- 
tion. One of the prominent features of the 
festival was a historical procession, in which 
costumes and customs of the age of Rubens 
were admirably represented. he city was 
thronged with crowds of happy townsfoik and 
peasantry, adding to the gayety of the scene by 
their bright holiday-attire. Concerts, ball 
lectures, cavalcades, and illuminations fille 
every hour of the days and nights 
given to the celebration, and never be- 

ore in the history of Antwerp has the 
city abandoned itself more completely to the 
enjoyment of fun and festivity. As it been 
lately pro ved without question that Rubens first 
opened his eyes to the light in the City of Ant- 
werp, its citizens have fclt a redoubled pride in 
honoring the 00th anniversary of his birth.

ENGLISH HOMES. 

A letter from a Chicago lady, who has been 
spending the weeks of a summer’s vacation vis- 
iting friends in Bristol, Eng., furnishes one 
or two pleasing pictures of English homes, 
which we shall not be violating confidence in 
sharing with our readers. “ican hardly ex- 
plain,” begins the first sketch, the difference 
between English homes and American, unless 
that in our better houses you are first impressed 
with their luxury, and bere it is with their com- 
fort. For instance, in one we visited, we drove 
up to the door, on one side of which was a mag- 
nificent conservatory, and entered first a 
vestibule, then a large hall with lounges, 
and hot-house plants on standards, into 
a large drawing-room opening with 
low windows upon a lovely garden, with velvety 
lawn, tine old trees, and brilliant flowers. 
Flowers were every — too, about the room. 
The mistress, a maiden lady oi perhaps 35 or 40, 
in her tasteful cap (for the ladies all wear caps), 
making lace, was a pretty picture. The room, 
with its easy lounges and low chairs, had a rest- 
ful air; aud the china—i almost held my breath 
when the tea-tray was brought in, with ite ex- 
quisite and costly service, of which no two 
pieces were alike. And near me stood a crowd- 
ed cabinet, its velvet-covered shelves holding 
precious vases and pitchers, while all about 
were specimens which were heirlooms, or 
showed the taste of the master, who is a col- 
lector. a 

„And tuen, do you know that Miss Edwards, 
who wrote that charming book, Barbaras His- 
tory,’ lives at Westbury!‘ 1 bad an introduction 
through a New York friend who kw her well 
in Italy, and, as my friend here is — * 
with her, we called. She was in London, but 
saw her study and possessions, and an artistic 
eye would be delighted with the surroundings. 
First, her volume of “A Thousand Miles up 
the Nile’ was on the table in vellum aud gilt,— 
the designs on the outside taken from the in- 
terior of an old temple found by ber party, and 
the illustrations done by herself.

HOW PIRATES WERE HUNG, 
There once prevailed a custom in England of 
hanging persons convicted of piracy and other 


crimes on the high seas, on the shore of the 
ocean at a point where the tides would wash 
over their bodies. Harrison states, in his De- 
scription of England,“ that Pirates and rob- 
bers by sea are condemned in the Court of 
Admiraltie, and hanged on the shore at low- 
water mark, where they are left till three 
tides have overwashed them.” In Marray’s 
„% Handbook of Kent,” Execution-Dock, Wap- 
ping, I., is named as the place where pirates 
and others committing capital crimes at sea 
were hung at low-water mark, there to remain 
till three tides had overflowed them.” The old 
chronicler, Stow, also refers to the custom in 
nearly the same language,—remarking of a 
certain locality, that it was “ the usual place of 
execution fur hanging of Pirates and Sea-rovers 
at the low-water mark, there to remain till 
three tides had overflowed them.“ In this au- 
cient practice the writer finds an explanation of 
Antoniols remark the B in The 
Tempest,” Act. L, 1: 
„Wound thou mightst lie drowning

There are upward of 560 species included in 
the Apocynacem, and the majority of them 
are inhabitants of the Tropics. They are 
most abundant in the hot parts of Asia, are in 
less force in the Equatorial regions of America, 
and are scattered sparsely through Africa. One 
of the most curious of the representatives of the 
order found in the Western Hemisphere is the 
Hya-Hya, of Cow-tree,—Tabernamontana utilis, 
—which grows in Central America. The leaves 
of this tree are elliptical, and the bark is gray 
and rough. On making a transverse or oblique 
cut through the bark, a copious stream of sap 
pours forth, of the color and taste of milk.

L had in the morning a glass of this milk for 
my coffee, and it pro¥ed such a good substitute 
for cow-muk that no one could have told the 
difference; for the slight viscousness which 1 
had noticed in tastmg it before, disappeared 
when it was mixed with the coffee.“ 

Caoutchouc is yielded by several of the Dog- 
banes. In South America it is obtained from 
the Collophora atilis and Cameraia latifolria; 
in Madagascar, from the Vahea mmifera ; 
and, in the East Indies, from the Urceola elas- 
tica and the Willughbeia edulis. The latter 
plant also produces an edibie fruit. The fruit of 
the Hancornt is said to be very delicious, and is 
sold in Pernambuco in great quantities. The

GIBRALTAR FOSSILS. 

An important paper by Prof. Busk, on the 
Fossils of the Gibraltar Bone-Caves, is em- 
bodied in the Transactions of the London 
Zoological Society, issued in August. From it 
we learn that the promontory of Gibraltar, ris- 
ing to tne height of 1,400 feet above the sea, 
consists, with the exception of some ferruginous 
sholes and sands on the western flank, of a hard 
gray jurassic limestone. The rock is traversed 
by innumerable fissures, which frequently 
widen into caverns of varying extent. From 
this fact the Gibraltar Rock has been called the 
Hill of Caves. While these fissures were still 
open to the surface, the remains of animals 
were swept in by rains and floods; and in some 
cases, no doubt, living animals fell into the 
yawuing rifts. most instances these bones 
were cemented into a breccio by the deposition 
of carbonate of lime. 

In 1863, one of the now-sealed caverns was 
discovered, in which the bones were not cement- 
ed together, but were preserved in a remarkably 
perfect condition. The exploration of this cav- 
ern, known as the Genista Cave, was ecutinued 
several years, and the bones collected were sub- 
mitted to Prof. Busk. His study of the remains 
bas induced the conclusion that, while the Kock 
of Gibraltar was connected with the African 
continent, after the wed grey changes had 
occurred, it was inhabited by u species 
of herbivorous and carnivorous mammals. 
Among the former was a rhinoceros similar to 
that found in the Valley of the Thames (R. he- 
miteochus), probably a species of elephant (E.

In 1714, in Germany, was scattered here and 
there a people who felt the need of a religion 
jess formal and purer, more in accord with the 
teachings of t e Bible, than prevailed in the 
dominant Church. Drawn together by a com- 
mon sympathy, they soon began to organize. 
They met with opposition and persecution, but 
clung to their faith, until, in the year 1842, 

they tarned their faces toward the land of re- 

jigious liberty. They purchased a small tract 
of land near Buffalo, ana there began to colo- 
nize, there erected anew their altars and homes, 
and called the place Ebenczer,”’ which sig- 
nifies “Hitherto hath the Lord helped 
us” (II. Sam., vii. 12). They organ- 
ized themselves into one family, and be- 
gan a Socialistic mode of living. Accessions were 

constantly made to their number, and in 1854-5 
it was deemed necessary to enlarge their bor- 
ders; but the high price of land and limited 
means compelled them to look to the West, and 
arvordingly they came to Iowa, and selected a 
location on the Iowa River, Iowa County, 
embracing a whole township. To it they gave 
the nate, Am-a-na’’ (2 sounded as in hat), 
W. h signifies, in personal character, integrity 
ani truth; and, in topography, a beautiful 
land. They reorganized mto a new Association 
as the Am-a-na So iety, and began a new home, 
where they could worship God according to the 
dictates of the r own ce. 

ORGANIZATION. : 

In law it is a joint-stock association. When 
- a person oins the Soviety, ali he possesses is 
put into the on iund and passes beyond 
nis coutrol, and he becomes one of the Society- 
family. except that his individual and his own 
family rights are reserved. 

On e eau rer. usuailv at the State election, 
there are chosen thirteen Trustees, who from 
their owo wumégpr elect a Director, Vice-Dire t- 
or, and Secretary, who constitute an Executive 
Committee to control and direct the affairs of 
the Society. They appoint m to oversee 
and manage the different departwents of labor. 
The labor-adepartments are filled according to 
Mess, and changes are seidom made, so that 
the greatest peffection attainable may be se- 
cured. Tue preseot Director is a venerable and 
venerated man, who has been the head of the 
Society many years, and is retained tor b:s vir- 
tues and in bupor of his goo! name, though he 
no takes but little part in affairs. é 

Being also a civil townshio under the State 
Government, they elect towuship and schvol- 
district officers,—thus receiving the beneiit of 
State ana county fur ds. 

The Society is known as one family, im which 
all have equai riguts and privileges, although 
tere are nearly 300 individual families, whose 
homes are sacred te themselves. When a new 
family is added, the Society builds a house for 
them, to which is allotted’a plat of ground 
arvund it, and which the occupants may pruduce 
fru.'t on, ur ornament with flowers shrubs; 
and these are appropriated to their own use. 

HOW THEY LIVE. 

Their houses re us ally large enough for 
two families. Originally they were of wood, 
but, withjn the past two years, they are made 
o. brick stone, and all are two stories high, 
ani number about 250. T are seven vil- 
lages about three — sper. In each village 
are boarding-houses suflivien: to accommodate 
the population oi the village, and there all tae 
p ople go to get their meals, the hour for which 
is given by a beil irom a central tower. There 
are also lau aries, owiere all wasb- 
ing aud ironing are done: so that no house- 
keeping reaily is done in the families, which 
le ves the members to other departments of 
labor. and every member of the Society has 
sometbing to do. There are no drones in the 
hve. Each performs his specitied work, and the 
whole’ motes like clockwork, in perfect har- 
mony. 

— in each year the executive officers make 
an annuity-app rtionment to each family or 
single individual, which is to be for their use for 
that year, for personal expeners. “There is in 
each village a store, id which all kinds vf goods 
are kept, and which are delivered to members 
of the Society without profit; a record kept, and. 
at tue end of the year the amount is deducted 
from the annuity, so that but very little money 
is u ed. Each orivate family furnishes its own 
house. Tae bvarding-houses are furni and 
supplied by the So-iety. 

li a member withdraws from the Sdciety what 
be put in is 1 turned, without interest or in- 
ercase. If a member die, and is the head ofa 
fami y, his share or interest in the Society is 
diri ed among his legal heirs and placed to 
their credit on the books of the Societv. 

There are three physicians, waose duty it is to 
visit the sick. Their medicives and teams are 
supplied by the Suciety. So also school-teachers 
are provided, and excellent public schools are 
maintained, of course on their own pian, and 
. using their own. books, which are nted 
wy themselves. The intelligence of their 

idren evidences a high grade of schools. 
and thorough culture. Housewives inclined 
to pet chickens, goslings, turkeys, avd-so- 

forth, 1 be — witu — a cat, or 22 
as the S ciety makes a special department o 
poultry, which is raised fur the boarding- houses 

Tueir houses are covered with grape-viues, 
and their vards crowded with graves, fruit- 
trees, shrubs, and flowers, all cultivated with 
taste and care. From these vines about 8,000 
ponnds of grapes are produced yearly, and 1,000 
gallons of wine made. 

THESE PEOPLE 2 
are short in stature, robust, and strong in bofie 
and muscle. They have no peculiarity of dress, 
except the material is of their ewn manufacture. 
The women are the complete picture of 
health. Their broad hips, waist, full 
chest show no signs of pull-back or corset. They

They are beyond the reach of necessity, are 
independent, and never get in a hurry. They do 
honest work, and command and receive more 
than usual prices. Their manufactures are sold 
throughout the West. Their mills are run by 
water supplied by the Iowa River, and a canal 
nine miles long, from a point on the lowa east, 
running northward and west to a point west on 
the Iowa. A small lake on the canal is used as 
a reservoir. 

They own, also, a large Might and dark sand- 
stone quarry, which furnishes building-material. 
It is soit when first exposed, but becomes hard 
with time, and, when laid in alternate blocks. 
gives a pleasing effect. They also have exten- 
sive brick-yards; so that they now furnisu their 
own material for building, as they do for nearly 
all their wants. They have built and maintain 
two expensive highway bridges over the lowa. 
They own and operate two railroad-stations, 
with their passenger and freight hoyses, grain- 
elevators, etc.

WEALTHY AND PROSPEROUS PEOPLE, 

and creditable to the State. From a band of 
100 they have increased to near 1,600, and bave 
transiormed a wilderness into a veritable garden 
six miles square, and are each year adding thou- 
sands to mæhansal industry, and giving in- 
creased markets for the surplus wheat, corn, and 
woo] for the surrounding country.

HOME-RULE AND “THE SOLID 
SOUTH.” 


As Seen from the Standpoint of a Southern 
Republican. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Marterra, Ga., Sept. 12.—It is a source of 
some solicitude to many of us in the South that 
so large a number ot dur Northern’ Republicans 
hesitate in their approval of the President's 
Southern policy, aud seem to regard the old 
sectional issues as still a party, if not a national, 
necessity. ‘The quiet we are now enjoying after 
a long series of conflicts is so agreeable and full 
of hope, and the operation of Home-Rule so 
satisfactory in all the most important relations 
of the Southern people that aught which indi- 
cates. any uncertainty in its continuance fills us 
with apprebensions, and I venture to ask brief 
space in your columns for a few considerations 
regarding this before some opinions recengly 
announced by old party leaders shail have been 
accepted as the paity creed. 

at isa moment when the South, if not the 
whole country, has need of peace and rest for 
the development of its materia) intcrests and 
recovery from its long exhaustion, and no good 
citizen interested in its weliare should decline 
at this juncture any eff rt toat may aid in 
averting the renewal of sectional controversies, 
which have been as we believe, so disastrous in 
the past, both to our party and country. We 

date the generous t and pobie seuse 
ot duty and responsibilit which render thou- 
sands of the wisest and best of our North ru 
meh and women from lowa to Maine appreben- 
sive in regard to the course President Hayes has 
taken with respect to the Southern States aud 
the tuture of the freedmen. It appears to us, 
however, that our friends are needlessly alarm- 
ed, and tuat their appreuensious arise from cer- 
tain popular errors, waich some eifurt sbould 
be made to correct. In default of any other 
willing to undertake this, perhaps a residence 
of seven years in tae Suuth and daily intercourse 
in business with a large number of people of all 
classes and both races may have qualified me in 
some degree ior this endcavur, and I make it 
more readily since I think it is too positively 
assumed by many that ali the Southern Repub- 
licuns must necessarily be opp vsed to the policy 
in tue South of the present Administration. 

First, then, we are convinced that there is 

NOT THE ANTAGONISM BETWEEN THE RACES 
which our Northern iriendsappreiend. A large 
number of the freedmen live on the plantations 
of their old masters, with them or tdeir sons, 
apparemély very contentedly, and do this volun- 
tarily, from year to year. On the other band, 
the majority of the landowners furnish ip ad- 
vance each year the necessary supp!ics for the 
lamilies of taose in theiremploy or ** cropping ”’ 
on their lands, without wiich they would often 
be in absolute destitutien, and which, if the 
employers felt as some imagine, even self- 
interest could hardly induce them to do. The 
fa:t that the cotton crop is about as large as 
before the War,—this year it will probably be 
larger,—and that it is successfully cultivated, 
matured, and gut hered in the sparsely populate: 
districts even, where in the extent of forest, of 
lonely highways, and tue absence of law offi- 
cers, every opportunity for evil is afforded, is 
proof oi the general good feeling and harmony 
between the races. The conflicts at elections 
are exceptional, and are to be attributed to 
undue petsions and improper methods of influ- 
ence employed by both parties. 

THE “ RESEL*’ ELEMENT 

is not as hostile to the Union men and Repub- 
licans resident among them, whether from tle 
North or native. as many seem to fear. The 
Southern people in their ordinary relations with 
their peywhbors are proverbialiv obliging and 
kind. nile many Union men and Republicans 
have been reported as ill-treated, there are hun- 
dreds of ethers who will bear ‘testimony to con- 
tinued courtesy and kindness. As one of these, 
I should be ungrateful and unjust in the highest 
degree to the community in wnich I bave had a 
pleasant home tor seven years if 1 did not men- 
tion witn grateful appreciation the uniform 
courtesv, kindness, and confidence which I and 
my family have received from the Southern 
people around us, without exception. It is our 
belief that for several years past, in nearly all 
portions of the South, if not all, any Northern 

who has come to the South in 
good faith to make a home and attend 
to private business, who has treated the 
Southern people with the courtesy 
usual &mong political opponents in the North, 
and has preserved the same social relations with 
the negro that is usual in our Northern society, 
has been cordially received. and has found his 
new home safe and agreeable. We are copfidént 
that this bas been true of Northern Georgia at 
least, and can see no reason why this section 
should be exceptional. 

Jhe peace of the South and the security of its 
citizens have not been for several years so de- 
pendent on the presence of the militarv as to 
make their withdrawal a source of real peril. 
No doubt military interveption has arrested 
sudden violence when too | for other influ- 
ences to att, and has given maby timid ones 
confidence. But the number of soldiers in any 
one State has been too small to afford protec- 
tion, had not other influences aided, and these 
influences we have long believed would have 
been more powerful witbout them. ; 

The mutual interest of the white man and the 
negro constitutes in itself a great security for 
their mutual good conduct. If not well treated 
by one employer the negro can goto another. If 
the legislation of one State is unfavorable, he 
can remove to another. This freedom io chang- 
ing his location, and the competition between 
the new and the oid States fur labor, mark a 
great distinction between the past and present 
condition of the negro, and invest him with an 
efficient and eve ent means of protection 
more powerful in its immediate and permanent 
influence than a garrison of soldiers at the coun- 
ty seat or capital can possibly be. 

The Anglo-Saxon and Christian love of law, 
order, humanity, which the Southern peo- 
ple possess in common with the Nortbern, have, 
alter all that bas been said and written upon the 
subject, been the most efficient means of the 
peace and quiet that nave been attained. There 
have been, no doubt, many and painful vio- 
lat of these principles, and these have scem- 
ed to our Northern friends to contradict this 
statement, yet I am confident that it is true. 
Tue Southern territory is extensive and sparsely 
populated. The courts are held at long inter- 
vais, and magistr- tes and peace officers are few 
in number for the extent of territory over which 
thev have The late War, too, has 
caused a urbance in Svuthern society of 
ite social elements, and of the natural action of 


the peculiar indigo- | 


inthe South has been the discouragement it 
has caused among all good citizens in their ef- 
forts to control their own affairs,and conse- 
quently the frequent elevation of the rough 
into the representative and champion of what 
all have regarded as the legitimate richts of a 
State. The tendency of Home Ruie,’’ or of 
local self-government, is to remove one cause 
of irritation immediately, and to place the re- 
sponsibility on the good citizens, where it be- 
longs, of controlling their own bad meu. The 

nt order and quiet prevailing overywhere 
n the South very happily confirm the ad- 
vantages which are sure to attend the operation 
of this principle. It is not to be expected that 
this alone cau relieve all the disorders of a s- 
ciety so profoundly disturbed as this has been, 
but I believe that it is the true one. and the 
only one which can accomplish the results that 
the friends both of the Union and the negro 


If these views are correct, our Northern 
friends may be assured that, although the mil- 
itary have been withdrawn, there still remain 
effi.ient methods of protection for every citizen, 
—methods more in accord with the spirit of our 
age and institutions, and, while we have con- 
fidence. will ultimately best secure to all the 
enjoyment of ali their rights. . 

he danger arising from the“ Solid South.“ 
and the addition of thirty-five Congressmen to 
the Southern representation by the negro vote, 
I cannot think, from our standpoint, quite as 
alarming as some of our Northern Republicans 
have done. It is much to be regretged, no 
doubt, and 1 think the Southern whites have 
made a mistake for tacir own interests in pre- 
ferring Democracy to my own faith with such 
unanimity, bat I am unable to regard that fact 
in iteelf as evidence of treasonable intent. 

The increase in the number of Congressmen is 
an incident to the freedom and the extension of 
the ele tive franchise to the negroes, for, while 
it is ouly just toconcede that the Southern 
white is little responsible, and it is attended 
with too many real advantages in view of all the 
possibilities of the future, to justify any serious 


ts. 
i.e peril to the nation from the 
unanimity of the white vote can only 
arise fruin the fact that tais is the result of a 
combination, with the ulterior purpose of a new 
seeession and rebellion, or at least of the con- 
trol of the National Government for evil pur- 
poses. Now. it scarvely seems to us here that 
the origin of this political unanimity is really 
due, in ail candor, to any premeditated concert 
of action. It is a good rule of reasoning, as ap- 
plicable in politics as in natural science, that 
Where apparent causes will accountfor effects, 
it is superuuous to Waste efforts in seeking for 
others. There is no doubt that the im- 
pression produced on the Southern mind by 
several successive measures,—the most notable 
ot which is the Civil-Rights biill,—that the Re- 
publican party meant to,impose on the South 
social equality with tae negro, lost us the native 
white vote, and accounts for the “color-line.”’ 
We believe that in the licht of late events most 
of the Southern pole are satisfied that this 
was a delusion, but at the time the white vote 
was lost ii was very generally credited and gave 
to many the dvepest solicitude. a 
THERE ARE CERTAIN RESULTS OF THE WAR 
which I apprehend may be regarded as conclu- 
sively setiled,—that the Union is preserved, 
that no new secession will be attempted bv this 
generation of men that the freedom of the ne- 
gro is permanently assured and his right to the 
ballot recognized, the free exercise of which 
and of bis other important civil rights will with 
time be secured. The Southern people, I am 
convinced, are too much ovcupied at present in 
maxing a liveiihood and recuperating their for- 
tunes to plot evil designs against the Republic. 
I believe, too, that the number is inconsiderable, 
indeed, of those who cherish desires or designs 
inconsistent with their proiessions of fidelity to 
the National Goveroment. Still more, it up- 
pears to me that the admirable conduct of the 


Southern leaders in the a tion which finally se- 
cured the peaceful inauguration of President 


Haves, at a time when it had been easy for them 
to involve us in a new trouble, the magnitude 


and issues of which none could determine in ad- 
vance, as well as their attitude during the re- 
vent strikes,“ ought to assure us of the frank 
and loval acveptance of the situation py the 


Southern people, and to dismiss forever froin 


our minds the ungencrous suspicion and appre- 


bension of their disloyal purpose. 0 
THE SOUTHERN DEMOCRACY 


‘seems to me even in its solidity a much less 


fearful thing than our friends apprenend. It is 
controlled by men whose interests, reputation, 
character,—now tnat the responsibility of the 
Southern situation lies with themselves,—must 
forbid any conduct caiculated to renew scenes 
of violence and disorder. Itis also less com- 
pactly united as an organization, in principle or 
spirit, than is gencrally thought in tne North, 
being, in fact, the union of diiferent elements in 
orposition to certain supposed intentions ot the 
Repuvlican party, in which they are mistaken, 
anf the cohesive influences of which will cease 
to operate as soon as the mistake is clearly 
made known to them, and sectional issues shall 
have ceased to be discussed. 

Asto the ulterior purpose of prosecuting 
demands for compensation for slaves, Conied- 
erate debts, cotton claims, and subsidies, it is 
luificult to pronounce in advance what these 
gentlemen might wish todo were the Demo- 
crats successful in securing the two Houses of 
Congress by a large majority. But there are 
several contingencies that, were this their pur- 
pose, might allay our fears. 2 they are not 
likely to have this majority under the present 
Administration. Second, the Northern and 
Southern Democrats have different interests on 
thesesubjects. And lastly, the Southern people 
would be much divided among themselves in 
regard to them, now that most of the claims 
have passed into the hands of speculators, and 
that so many men of moderate means, who 
never owned slaves. have become possessors of 
little homesteads which they are mtcrested in 
guarding from increased taxation. 

At all events, whatever the causes of, or the 
danger arising from, the Solid South,“ force 
in aid of the necro vote is not the remedy nor 
the means of effecting its dissolution. It has 
been tried and has tailed under ar.umstances 
more favorable than can occur again. The vast 
power of the General Government can without 
doubt secure the sale casting of the vote were 
all that is charged Wholly true; but uniess the 
irritating influences which have often attended 
the elections also be withdrawn, the frequent 
exercise of that power must impose a militar 
despotism on the South, under the pressure o 
which the spirjt, if not the form, of our free in- 
stitutions must perish. Happily it is no longer 
necessary, whatever may have been its need in 
the past. Better methods will surely bring 
more satisfactory results. 

Nor can I believe that the foundation of 

A “SOLID NORTH”’ 

in the Republican interests, as compactly united 
as the South is for the Democracy, were this 
possible, could bring anything but damage to 
our best national interests. it is the sectional 
form that our public questions have been made 
to assume during the last few years which has 
hindered that natural division of parties and of 
races which is essential to the healthful con- 
dition of Southern politics. This has often 
caused also unnecessary alarm among our 
Northern people, and has arrested that in ſux of 
capital and immigration which is a necessary 
condition of the revival of Southern prosperity, 
—a condition more important perhaps to the 
negro than the white. No lover of our country 
aud no true friend of the negro can safely aid in 
the continuance of this sectional conflict. No 
one can understand without a residence in the 
South how much the impoverishment which the 
War nas caused has to do mith the bitterness of 
its political conflicts. It should be the aim of all 
true patriots to aid in relieving this as rapidly as 
possible. Were the Government able, without 
increasing its financial difficulties, to aid the 
South in its educational work or in its needed 
public improvements, it would be a wise ex- 
penditure of national fun To me it seems 
that it would be an act as riotic and useful 
as graceful in a great and magnanimous party, 
compelled by uniortunate cir-umstances, while 
in the control of the Government, to lay its 
heavy hand upon the South, to accept every op- 
—— consistent with wis¢fipancial economy, 
or erous aid in the work of restoration. In 
all fast res having for their object the real 
fica and restoration of the Southern 
— the good will of the Government will be 
found stronger and less expensive than its 


armies. 
The difficulty of arriving at a harmonious 
agreement in regard to the present policy and 
the Southern questions arises no doubt from

They are warming and wholesome, anc 
as one of Dickens’ street urchins says of the po- 
tatoes, wery fillin’ for the price.“ Miss Corson 
also explains the most economical methods for 
COOKING MEATS. 
Meat needs to be cooked to make ft palatable, 
to render it easy of mastication, and in order 
that we may get the greatest amount of good- 
ness from it with the léast waste. Roasting or 
baking meat is the most extravagant mode in 
which it can be cooked, as it wastes nearly one- 
third of its substance in drippings or steam. 
Baking is not so wasteful as roasting, provided 
the meat be surrounded with vegetables or cov- 
ered with four paste to preserve the juices. 
Broiling is another extPavagant method of cook- 
ing meat, as the fat and juices run into the fire 
or escape up chimney in steam. Boiling and 
, stewing are the methods by which the goodness 
of the meat is preserved, either 
in the meat itself or in the liquor 
in which it is cooked. If the vessel in which it 
is cooked is kept tightly covered, so that the 
steam cannot escape, it condenses on the cover 
and falls back upon the meat, so that the loss 
of. nourishment is not perceptible. Four 
pounds of beef te in boiling or stewing 
about one pound substance, but this is re- 
turned in the broth; in baking the same piece, 
a pound and a quarter is lost, unless a small 
portion chances to get caught in surrounding 
vegetables; in roasting, nearly a pound and a 
1 is wasted. It is not saved, as some claim, 
ip the drippings, and, cven if it was, it would 
be poor economy to buy fat at the price of meat 
for the pleasure of trying it out. As to the 
matter of drinks, Miss Corson resolutely sets 
her face against all spirituous or malt liquors, 
and will not even allow the hard-worked wash- 
erwoman her glass of beer. She quotes author- 
ities to prove that it is df no value whatever as 
nourishment, only serving as a brief stimulant, 
the reaction from which is worse than the original 
state of depression. Barley-water is a refresh- 
ing beverage, and very nourishing, and is es 
cially reccommended to nursing mothers. Tea 
is extra nt and does not give strength. It 
is a stimulant, is warm and cheering, and serves 
to curb the sensation of hunger when the stom- 
ach is nearly emptygby delaying digestion, but 
it does not satisfy ger. Coffee is even more 
costly and no more nourishing. Cocoa, how- 
ever, is very nutritious, and makes a satisfyin 
and wholesome drink. A quart of weak tea wil 
cost 3 cents, including. a modest allowance of 
milk and sugar; a quart of coffee will cost, witn 
„trimmings,“ 6 cents; a — of cocoa, with 
condiments, will cost 6 cents, and has the ad- 
vantage of containing much nourishment, which 
the others do not. Milk, however, is recom- 
mgndea as preferable to either. 
“ AFTER DINNER, THE DESSERT.”’ 

Of course it is contemplated that with these 
““15-cent dinners there shall be at least an 
2 — 7 dessert. Pies and pastry are con- 

emned out of hand as expensive and unwhole- 
some, the bane of American cbokery. On the 
other hand, according to Miss Corson, a good 
pudding, made of flour, suet, and fruit or mo- 
lasses, will often take the place of a 7.— of 
meat, satisfy hunger fully as well, give’strength 
in a modest degree, and most certainly please 
de children. She therefore gives recipes for 
** suet roly-poly,” * molasses roly-poly.“ “‘cur- 
rant ditto,” “‘rice pudding.“ Spotted-Dick 
pudding.“ ete., the most costly of which, in 
quantity suffiaent for six persons, is 18 cents. 
As comparatively few working men—or, rather, 
men at work—would be restricted to 45 cents a 
dav for their meals, they could, by the addition 
of another dime, have an excellent dessert for 
dinner. But it is in 

A DOLLAR CHRISTMAS-DINNER— 

which might be duplicated for thanksgiving and 
ether festiyal occasions—that Miss Corson dis- 
plays ber genius. There is to be, of course, a 
turkey,—for what would a Christmas-dinner be 
without a turkey,—but this turkey must be 
bought several days before Christmas, as deal- 
ers are apt to advance the price as the critical 
moment arrives when everybody that is any- 
body must have a turkey. So this turkey for 
the dollar Christmas dinner is to cost not to ex- 
ceod 12 cents a pound, unless you want the 
‘demnition total to overrun the dollar. Then 
the bill of fare is to be roast turkey, baked 
potetoes, apple-sauce, plum-pudding with 
cream sauce, and there is a dinner that no man 
can corscientiously turn his nose up at. In 
one vf the bills of fare quoted there is men- 
tion made of lentils. Lentils are not much 
used for food in this country, but in Germany, 
France, and Spain they form a staple article of 
food. They seem to he a cross between a pea 
and a bean, and are exceedingly nutritious and 
wholesome. One quart of them properly 
cooked will make four pounds of hearty 
food,—the kind that sticks to a man’s ribs and 
makes him feel strong and hearty. Thev cost 
10 cents a pound, and may be purchased at most 
grocery stores. Miss Corson gives several rec- 
pes for cooking them, in soups, boiled, fried, 
and stewed. There are recipes for making 
bread of flour, rice, potatoes, Indian meal, for 
cooking Indian and oat meal, macaroni, and a 
great variety of other articles too numerous to 
mention. There are also recipes for preparing 
sweet herbs, essences, and spices for flavoring 
at almost no cost at all. In fact, and to sum 
up, this little book is just what should be in the 
family of every man who complains of hard 
times, whether he be classed among the very 
poor, or among those who are simpiy required 
to retrench their expenses. It is full oBgood 
ideas, and good, sound, sensible, practical 
advice. Fifty thousand copies at least shoula 
be gratuitously distributed in Chicago as is 
being done here. CARROLL.

AmsTerpaM, Aug. 30.—The picture-gallery 
of the Hague contains many valuable things. 
Chief among them, perhaps, is Paul Potter's 
famous “Young Bull.” It is by far the largest 
painting leit by this artist, and shows an ex- 
cellence which only Rosa Bonheur can approach. 
Rem brandtꝰs celebrated picture, ‘* The School of 
Anatomy,” had been removed for cleaning, and 
we did not see it. Jan Steen, Temers, Cotade, 
Mieris, and many others, lend their enchant- 
ments to tne walls of this Musee; and, what- 
ever one may have seen elsewhere, one becomes 
sure that, to understand Dutch masters, one 
must visit Holland. Here only can one see 
their best works grouped together in such num- 
bers and variety as shall give an idea of their 
methods and merits. But I must not exhaust 
myself upon the gallery of the Hague, having 
still before me those of Amsterdam and of 


Belgium. 

Ihave often felt very impatient with cor- 
respondents who undertake to describe 

WORKS OF ART. 

Aud yet, in reviewing all that I see in Eu- 
rope, I find these same works of art are like the 
part of Hamiet in the play or Hamlet.“ The 
fleet step of a traveler cannot stay for the study 
of manners and customs. It would take him a 
long time to find out the points in which true 
men and women whom he sees in foreign coun- 
tries differ from those whom he has left at 
home. He may not make acquaintance with 
those he meets, nor understand one word of 
their language. But in the galleries, and on 
the walls. sits enthroned the perpetual majesty 
of the Beautiful, whose authority never ffuctu- 
ates, and whose language is universal. How- 
ever one’s ears may puzzle with the strange 
diaiect and unwonted idiom, one’s eyes read the 
gospel of Man’s divine faith in beauty, har- 


mony, and labor. 
And such mute dialogues as one holds with 
the dead masters who wrought these miracles! 
Such questions as one asks them! Hon didst 
thou seize the very extasy of this animal’s leap; 
the palpitating color on this fair cheek; the 
gleam of the eye which the lover himself only 
saw once, perbaps; this sheen on the satin; 
this bloom on the fruit; this glory of the sun- 
shine,—how didst tnou give to these transient 
features of the fleeting world the immortality of 4 
thine own soul!“ 
And the answer comes to me: By coining 
life’s gold under the highest pressure of labor. 
We have concentrated our years into the mo- 
ment which gives you pleasure. Let, then, this 
pleasure, so costly to us, become no cheap de- 
licht to you. Come to us with the most earnest 
mind that you have. Forget not the lessons 
that we teach: and, if you will speak to us, 
speak in the language of Wordsworth: 
O joy that in our embefs 
Is something that doth live, 
That Nature yet remembers 
W bat was so fugitive!” 
But it was not to Art alone that I became in- 
debted at the Hague.

sits enthroned here; and her stern 2 points 
to certain dark and gruesome cells which 
patriots and Protestants have languished da 
after day, and year after year.

Upon this fron pillar his head and feet 
were drawn with force in opposite directions. 
Here his limbs were stretched upon bars, be- 
tween which every bone was broken with an 
iron implement. Tortures of fire and water 
were added. Here the pavement is worn with 
the drops which wore away a human skull. 
There is the iron pot-bench, and within it the 
furnace contrtved for heating it red-hot. Here 
is a hideous sort of barrel, in which women were 
tormented. And all this stays, and is to stay, 
in Protestant Holland, in order that History 
may point to the wicked Ghost of Absolutism, 
— say: Thus diddest thou. 

The tender senses of my companion could not 
endure to take note of these things. She hia 
them from her sight, and fled. But 1 staid to 
look them sternly in the face, to feel and meas- 
ure their deep atrocity. 1 could imagine the 
demoniac faces of the tormentors, the pallor, 
the agony! 1 

But. far more than these, I saw the 

SPLENDORS OF THE FAITH AND CONSCIENCE 
which enabled frail humanity to bear those in- 
flictions without fainting. I saw these dark pris- 
ons filled fall with shining glory. The pure, 
the peaceable, the blameless, standing for the 
doctrines which assure the weak of the world, 
arvonizing and dying without a treason or a 
blasphemy. O God! these dungeons are the 
mouuments of Thy great deliverances! 

But the lesson to humankind, and especially 
to womaukind. Manis born at once humane 
and cruel. His selfish strength early learns to 
organize the cruel part of his nature, wronging 
and silencing ite humane part. Let the fathers 
and mothers of each generation, then, bestir 
themselves to breed cruelty out of their tender 
offspring. This on the one hand; and, on the 
other, let liberty and purity of conscience be 
held fagt as the treasure alike of public and of 
private life. For the dangers of despotism 
and of cowardice do not pass away 
with any generation,—with any passing order 
of things. ina our own brave West, the spirit of 
forcible compulsion and of base compliance 
may again and again threaten that freedom 
whose price is eternal vigilance. O stars that 
keep the watches of the night, may the eyes of 
American parents be as steadfast, as watchful, 
as 2 since every midday brings its midnight, 
and every midnight has its ghost. 

Away now from the Hague, whose treasures 
we had very partially explored, to prosperous, 
steady-growing Amsterdam. Our companion in 
the railway-carriage is a Dutch lady of some 60 
or more summers, whose costume is such as 
really to fix our attention. Her dress—a rich 
black silk—might have been made anywhere in 
Christendom. But 

HER HEAD-GEAR 
could never have been seen out of Holland. 
She wore the skull-covering of gold of which I 
have already spoken, and over this a cap of 
Mechlin lace. Her forehead was adorned with 
afrontiet of the finest diamonds, while on 
either- temple rested agold plate, bearing a 
cluster of the same stones. A bunch of infin- 
itesimal false curls on either side carried out 
the idea of a chevelure which was nowhere visi- 
ble. The whole was surmounted by a gay mod- 
ern bonnet, which the wearer had probably just 
purchased at the Hague. from which place she 
was returning to her own residence in one of 
the smaller towns. Between German and En- 
glish, I made her understand that I admired her 
ornaments very much. She said that they had 
been in her family for a long time, and had cost 
much money. She now showed me a brooch,

OF THE DUTCH PEOPLE, 
in the brief sojourn of a ew days, one can learn 
little. One would surely be glad to knowa 
great deal about a people to whom Protestant- 
ism owes so much.

But 
the Dutchman of to-day is little known outside 
of his own conntry and its colonies. We think 
of him as a prosaic person, much given to 
schnapps and tobacco, living an orderly life, and 
laying up untold sums of monev.

Something very 
substantial and powerful must yet be in this 
people, inherited from its great ancestors, and 
acquired through its sufferings and ef- 
forts. Orderly, religious, law-abiding, we 
think they must be. industry, enterprise, 
and economy must have combined to render 
them so rich and so respectable. One rejoices 
at the simplicy of their great cathedrals, 
purged long since of the Romanist mass and 
myth, and dedicated to the worship of the 
things unseen. And, with the memory of their 
art-treasures fresh in one’s mindy one dareg to 
set up a | 
NORTHERN STANDARD OF MERIT 

with which to oppose the absolute claims of 
Rome, Florence, and Venice. Then, as Ameri- 
cans, do we not owe to them the substantial be- 
ginning of New York? Are not their traits and 
their wealth inherited by some of the foremost 
citizens of our own Republic! It is sad that 
Holland should to-day an aristocratic and 
monarchical country. What nas she done for 
freedom in this century? Let her remember 
that countries which are indifferent to the liber- 
ties of other countries neglect the greatest safe- 
guard of their own. 

We stopped at Haarlem to visit the great 
organ.

we had the instrument at its best. But, un- 
fortunately, we did not gemember these lines at

We leave Holland with great regret, fully ba 
termined to visit it again, and to learn the trie 
answer of the many questions which our short 
stay and imperfect observation were able only 
to suggest, not to solve.

when inaugurated he would withdraw the troops 
from Louisiana and South Carolina, and so per- 
mit in the latter the State Government repre- 
sented by Wade Hampton, and in the former 
the State Government represented by Gen. 
Nicholis, to be established as the ized 
Gevernments of those respective States. The 
gentleman went so far as to particularize 
that this bargain was in writing. Now, I

I defy all my ac- 
cusers. No, fellow-citizens, it is not fair, itis not 
right, to undertake to deprive President Hayes 
ot the honor and grace of first conceiving and 
originating the policy which he himself carried 
out. It was born of his own good sense and his 
own good heart.“ Judge Matthews further de- 
clared that he never had, from the time he went 
to Washington as counsel before the Electoral 
Tribunal until the declaration of the result, the 
slightest communication with the President.

LitrL_z Rock, Ark., Sept. 17.—My letters from 
this State having covered a good deal of ground, 
and been largely of matters in detail, I have 
thought proper in thi, my last, to give a gener- 
al summing up of the advantages and disad- 
vantages which Northern men would meet in 
becoming residents of the State and engaging in 
farming, for, while it is claimed that there are 
fine openings for parties to engage in lumbering, 
mining, manfacturing, etc., my study has been 
almost wholly confined to the question of agri- 
culture, either general or special. 

As first to be mentioned in its tavor, the State 
has a mild and reasonably healthy climate, giv- 
ing a six weeks’ longer working and growing 
seasun at either end than the latitude of North- 
ern Illinois. It has bottom lands of almost 
inexhaustible fertility, but with the draw- 
back of unhealthiness, especially for Northern 
men; a prairie country of comparatively limited 
extent, giving great promise, but with its capa- 
bilities not fully deyeloped or demonstrated; 
timbered uplands of moderate fertility and pro- 
ductiveness under the bull-tongue system of 
farming, and promising much better results 
under a better system; free homestead Govern- 
ment and State lands, as a rule inferior in 
quality, and in case of State tax-forfeited 
lands an uncertainty of title; and the 
best quality of other lands for sale by 
railroads and private parties at from $2 to $5 
per acre on easy terms of payment; a timbered 
country in Which a poor man can by hard labor 
get a start on much jess means than are neces- 
sary in a prairie country, with nably good 
well-water obtainea by digging from twenty 
to fifty feet, according to localities. ,

peculiarly adapted to the growth of fruit, 
especially of the small fruits and all*varicties of 
stone fruits, as the peach, plum, nectarine, 
and apricot, also of early variettes of apples

living, domestic arrangements, and educational 
and religious ideas are so different from those 
ot Northern people as t@make intimate associ- 
ation unenjoyable to either party. We should 
not want to adopt their ways, nor they ours, and 
on many things which ent r into practical living 
should hold but few views in common. Hence, 
I think it very desirable for Northern peo- 

le coming to this State to engage in farm- 

ng to settle in communities by themselves. 
July and August are continuously hot, and liable 
to drought, injurious to the growing crops. 
While the temperature does not rise higher than 
frequently at the North, the long-continued heat 
is debilitating, and unless care is exercised in- 
ducive of disease, especially in new-comers. In 
all the rest ot the year the weather is such aa to 
leave littie or no change to be desired. 

80 FAR AS GENERAL FARMING is CONCERNED, 
about equal advantages can be found in all parts 
of the State. But for those who might intend 
to @gage either wholly or in part in fruit-grow- 
ing, locations on the line of the Iron Mountain 
Road offer decided advantages in direct and 
speedy shipments to the Northern markets. 

I would again caution those who may be con- 
sidering the question of emigration to this 
State against taking on trust all the rose- 
colored statements in regard to the cigmate, 
soil, productions, and general advantages of- 
fered by this State. This caution is just as ap- 
plicable to any other State that is striving to 
secure immigration, and I do not think the teb- 
dency to pxaggeration any greater here than is 
invariabPy found eigewhefe. 

In my investigations in this State, I have 
been met everywhere with 

THE GREATEST KINDNESS AND COURTESY, 
and every facility possible furnished to accom- 
plish successiuily the object of my mission. I 
am under obligat tom to so many for favors of 
this kind, as well as for hospitalities of a more 
substantial character, that any mention of in- 
dividuals would be invidious. 

My next letter will be from Texas. In my 
travels over that State I shall endeavor to so 
faithfully portray the advantages and d - 
vantages, of the same that readers of Taz Trf- 
UNE may be able to intelligently decide which 
State offers the greatest advantages, or wheth- 
er either offers such as to makeit worth the 
while of poor meu, or men of small means, at 


the North to attempt to secure homes in it.

BENTON COUNTY. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Hico, Benton Co., Ark., Sept. 18.—I came to 
Bentonville, in this State, the list day of last 
January. About „the middle of February I 
wrote a letter to Taz Tammo describing the 
county as well as I could alter so short a resi- 
dence, and suggesting the ideaof colonizing 
some of the, industrious poor of Chicago 
and sending ‘them to this county to make 
homes for themselves. And, although I saw 
nothing in the public prints in re- 
gard to the matter for some time afterward, I 
received numerous private letters of inquiry, 
which suggested some new ideas of what peo- 
ple want to know about acountry before emi- 
grating. I will therefore endeavor (as I see the 
subject of colonization is being agitated in 
earnest) to tell your readers some of the things 
we have in Benton County, and some of the 
things we need but do not have. 

In the first place, we have a mild and very 
healthy climate. We have bine lands, and oak 
IDads, and prairie lands as good as those of 
lilinois. Unimproved lands and those with smal! 
improvements cost $5 to $10 per acre. This is 
one of the best fruit couutries in the world, and 
while I write there are thousands of bushels of 
apples and peaches rotting in the orchards in 
this county. Last year this county raised $200, - 
000 worth of tobacco, and this year will proba- 
bly raise double that amount; one band can cul- 
tivate five or six acres. Corn, wheat. oats, most 
of the tame grasses, and all kinds of vegeta- 
bles are raised here in abundance. Thousands 
of cattle and sheep graze on the hilis: some of 
them take care of themselves all winter, but it 
is better economy to feed stock from the last of 
December to the Ist of March. Fine stock, 
either cattle or hogs, need to be kept in the 
timber until acclimated, as the noonday 
sun is too hot for them. Our even- 
ings are always cool and pleasant. 
There are some Government lands, but most of 
them are unfit for cultivation, unless for the 
raising of grapes. Grapes grow wild here that 
are almost equal to the cultivatea grapes of the 
North. But these broken lands furnish fine 
range for stock. There are also timber for the 
neighboring prairies, limestone sufficient to 
make all the lime that will ever be needed b 
a ny ory of sandstone Phat is easily puive 
and fine for building purposes, large springs of 
pure, never-failing water, that goes leaping 
and laughi laly along, instead of running the 
machinery we so much need. 

Now for some of the things we need but have 
not. The first great need is “quick and cheap 
transportation for our surplus produce, espe- 
clally fruit, for which there is an ever-ready mar- 
ket in Texas, as that is avery poor fruit coun- 
try. After a railroad, our next greatest need is 
men with money, brains, and enterprise to set 
this idle water-power to work turning spindles, 
driving looms, mifistones, saws, and other 
machinery; to establish tanneries and make our 
own leather and shoes at home, instead of send- 


our mountains for minerals, which, we belieye, 
abound here. We want some leading spirits 
with Yankee goaheadativeness to buy farms and 
show the slow-going Arkansans how to — 
comfortable houses at the least expense, 

how to make farming pay. We peed 2 wagon 
and plow ; we have the material. e 
are in the northwest county of Arkansas, one 
and a half miles from the line of the Indian Ter- 
ritory. and sixty miles from Neosho, Mo., our

I have not told ali that we have nor all that 
we need, but enough for the present. 
Any one further particulars can corre- 
spond with me by inclosing money for 

and stationery. I have @o axes to am a 
teacher with a little child of 7 years to ny a ese 
am 52 years old, have not where to lay m 

except as I pay for it, have lived in Chicago, 
and leel a deep sympathy for others as poor as 
myself, and hence this letter. I know from ex-

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Schurz at Home—The Secretary of the In- 
terior as a Pianist—Evarts’ New Home—The 


finally engaged a house here for the winter. It 
is the bone house on Lafayette Square, 
within or two doors of the house taken by 
Secretary Thompson, of the Navy Department. 


Secretary Schurz, during the first few weeks 
that he was Secretary of the Interior, boarded 
with the Rathbone family, with whom his wife 
and himself were on terms of intimacy during 
the lifetime of the former. Secretary Schurz’s 
eldest daughter, now become a young lady, will 
preside over the Secretary’s home. Both of the 
daughters of Mr. Schurz are noted for their cul- 
tivation and their attractive social qualities, 
and it is probable th@ this new home will be 
one of the most genial belonging to the public 
men of Washington. Carl Schurz and his 
children have the German love of music, and 
music is one of the most notable and charming 
features of their home life. Mr. Schurz himself 
is a very fine pianist. He carries his love of music 
into his daily life. His instructions to his pri- 
vate secretary, who reads the newspapers for him, 
are to mark and cut out all the editorials and 
general articles in the leading newspapers of the 
— which relate to the Civil-Service, to the 
general policy of the Administrat.on, and to mu- 
sic. Mr. Schurz, during the hot summer months, 
has worked considerably at Edgewood,“ the 
old Chase mansion, which he rented for the 
heated term. And, after dictating letters to his 
secretary, and while waiting for tha notes to be 
written out, he frequently occupies the time in 
playing studies from the old masters upon his 
famous piano. Mr. Schurz has become ‘the 
owner of the great Steinway piano which was on 
exhibition at the Centennial. He has not kept 
open house here since the death of his wife. 
SECRETARY EVARTS.* 

Secretary Evarts and his family will occupy 
the noted house of Hutchinson, of the Fur-Seal 
Company. This house is elaborately furnisaed, 
and has all the appointments of an elegant, 
aristocratic, modern house. The house cost 
Secretary Evarts $5,000, exactly the amount of 
his salary as Secretary of State. Im- 
pertinent peoples are advised that they have 
no right to inquire what Mr. Evarts does with 
the rest of his salary. Owing to the death of 
the father of Secretary Evarts, at the age of 90, 
the family is in mourning, and it is possible may

They were both young men, fairly started ia 
their professions at the time, and were energet- 
ic, patriotic, earnest fellows. They knew noth- 
ing of military life, but obtained permission to 
raise a regiment at the very beginning of the 
War. Hayes went to Columbus to arrauge with 
the Adjutant-General about the organization of 
the regiment, and upon being asked who were 
to be the officers, he said. Matthews will be 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and I shall be Major.” It 
was the plan that Kosecrans should be Colonel 
of the regiment, as he as a military man, and 
Mattnews and Hayeb received tue positions 
stated. The regiment was so organized. Rose- 
crans, however, remained with it but a short 
time, as he was needed in higher service than at 
the head of a regiment, and Matthews and 
Hayes were consequently promoted to be, 
respectively, Colonel and Lieutenant-Colonel. 
It was to this fact that Matthews alluded in 
his recent speech at the reunion of the Twenty- 
third Regiment at Hayes’ home, when he said 
that the best service that he, Matthews. ever 
did the regiment was in resiguing it and making 
Hayes the Colonel.
